linksys 5 port hub is a good an inexpensive choice. Up to four more PC can be connected via the hub. The ICS 
software takes care of the assignment of address data, (IP DNS and the gateway). I have DOS, Linux and Windows 
system connected to my hub and all have access to the Internet. All the systems are set up as a DHCP client. The 
connections described above are OK, but need some extra software to block attacks from outside sources, firewalls 
that is. Software firewalls are OK, however they do add extra layers of connectivity on the PC. That is more 
software to configure and keep up to date. 
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I like to use and 
recommend the linksys 
DSL/Cable router/hub.

I copied some info from the 
echolink site. 

Why doesn’t my Echolink work 
with my Linksys router? 

Echolink will work with your 
Linksys router. There are two things 
you need to do and you can also 
find this information in the readme 
file that came with your Echolink 
download. You need to log into the 
router via your internet browser. 
Assuming you had left the router 
address as defaulted, 192.168.1.1 go 
to you browser and type 
http://192.168.1.1 . This should 
connect you to the web server that 
is built in to your Linksys router. 
Follow these two steps. 


First you need to program your 
PC for a static IP address and not 
one that is automatically assigned 
by the router. You can use 
192.168.1.100 as your static 
address. 


Hint: If you have more than I PC 
on your LAN then you can mix 


static IP addresses with DHCP 
addresses. 


Now click on the Advanced Tab / 
Forwarding. You will need to 
forward packets to your ports on 
your Echolink PC (192.168.1.100 in 
our example bove) as follows:

All connections to the Internet 
need an IP address (internet 
protocol). This address is 
usually represented by a group 
of decimal numbers. 
Example 192.122.123.40 

This is sort of like your zip 
code and then your house street 
and number. . The next entry is 
a gateway or the address of the 
first street to take to get out of 
the zip code you live on. Next is 
the Domain Name Service or 
DNS entry or the yellows pages. 
The computer using the DNS 
protocol.can look up the name 
of a host (domain name) get the 
ip address. There is one more 
entry called a netmask usually a 
number like 255.255.255.0 this 
separates the zip code from the 
street address.
